council. The members of the gas 
committee have taken special pains 
to look up the matter, and have at 
last agreed upon a contract with the 
Ft Wayne Jemy Electric Light C"\ 
for pnttirg in a plant at the water 
works. The intention is for the city 
to finally own the plant. The basis 
of the purchase ia §16000. 
The 


Light company agrees within three 
months of the ra ifieation of tho con- 
tract by the counc'l, to put at the 
tfater works a 100 horse power en- 
gine: two dynamos with a capacity 
of 30 lights each; to erect iu differ- 
ent parts of the c.ty, upon stone 
foundations, eight iron towtrs such 
as in use in Danville, 120 feet big! , 
with five lights each; to hang t^n 
low lights, all in proper shape to be 
at least equal in every respect and 
in lighting capacity to that in Dan- 
ville. The company agrees to furnish 
an expert to run an manage the ma- 
chinery, and to do so t'll March 1. 
1886, when the city will pay §2,500 
and the interest on $1(3,500 to that 
date. 
Then the company will light 


the city till September 1, 18S6, when 
the city will have the option of back- 
ing out or paying 36,000 and accurn 
nlated interest on §14,000. If $5,000 
is paid, the company will again fur- 
nish the light for one year, or till 
September 1, 1887. 
Then the city 


again b«8 the option of withdrawing 
or paying §5,000. If the money is 
paid, together with the interest of 
§9,000, the company will run it an- 
other year, when on the payment of 
the balance, or S4000, and interest 
for one year, the city btcimes the ab- 
solute owner of the whole plant and 
fixtures. It in understood that the 
city is to furnish the steam power 
necessary. 
Even bafora the paj- 


ment of the last amount the city has 
the option of backiing ont. The 
plan is feasible and certainly not ex- 
pensive. The firf t payment of §2,500 
will bo from money now in the tr^u-- 
ury and apcropriated for lighting 
the city. Next June the ntcessarj 
$5,000 and interest can be arpropn- 
a!ed, and BO for the other psvm?ut-, 
and the whole will bo but little rnorp 
than it now co^ts to light the city. 
Danville is snid to bo one of the bp^t 
lighted cities in the state. Decatnr 
will not long be behind Danville 
There are other features in detail 
which we cannot give this 'norning, 
but the foregoing are the essential 
points m the contracts The coutiaot 
will be returned from Ft Wayne on 
Tuesday and the council will prooa- 
bly meet some evening this week to 
ratify it.
